This is in response to the NOTICE TO FILE MISSING PARTS OF NON- 
PROVISIONAL APPLICATION (copy enclosed) mailed September 28, 2004. The Notice 
indicated, among other things, that the "oath or declaration is missing." However, 
Applicant submitted a copy of a Combined Declaration and Power of Attorney with the 
original application papers on February 23, 2004.
